Philadcuipia, Atlg. 25.— "America for 
Amaricanib" "Know Nothlngism without 
religious intolarsnaa." In a nutshell, these 
are the cardinal prinoiplee of a new politi- 
cal party which is to be born in this city 
during the constitutional oentannial next 
month. The doctrine i« old, anil the party 
1« to rise I'hii iiix like from the old ICnow 
Nothing and AniericaJii parties iluring a 
patriotic relehration. 

For about six montha private inootinRS 
bave been held in the ofHce of J. M. Munyon, 
at Ho. j,017 Chestnut street. A careful 
oanraai waa mada of tbe entire country, but 
tbe intentioas of the projectors of the new 
party were not made public until a taw daya 
ago, They reeolved thamadrae into the 
"American National committee," and yes- 
terday they issued a call for a convention, 
to be held on aaptambar Id and UinBt 
George's hall, TMNilB wB AlvhalNati, 
in this city. 

The officers of the central orgniiizatioa 
and chief spirits in tbe movement are Will- 
iam Horace Hepburn, chairman, J. M. 
Mnnraa, aaoratary; J. M. Da via, aasis^int 
warai ai y, and Dr. B. W. Klrby, treasurer. 
Chairman Hepbom ta a wail known lawyer. 
Be waa never prominently identifled with 
any political party, although he was gener- 
ally supposed to be a Democrat. He is esti- 
mated to be worth half a million. J. M. 
Munyon is a publisher, J. M. Davis is a 
journalist and Dr. E. W. Kirhy, who is a 
prominent physician, has heretofore been 
identified With the Prohibition party and 
claims the disUnotlon of having nominatad 
John P. Bl.

There are many othera connected with the 
movement whose namoo are withheld from 
publication. Secretary Munyon told a re- 
porter to-day that many lawyers and bual* 
ness men had allied themselves to the new 
i party, but they did not want their aHMB 
published for busineaa reaaons.

hundred feet high built around this nation's 
territory, through which no one might pass 
unleaa he had money aaoogb to keep him 
thraa years in this ooantry." 

Bo fcur aa tbe I seti iotluu of Immigration is 
B u nosmad tha new party would impoae a 
tax tt SBOO upon every person who lands in 
the oountry, and in addition he would be 
required to obtam a permit from foreign 
consuls, boHed upon an accurate biography, 
to be furnished by blinsalf and by rnputalile 
citizens of the neighborho<xl in which he hail 
lived Thas pau(>«ra, criminal and political 
agitators could be excluded. A foreigner 
would Itave to ban rtaidsnl of this oonntrj

"We lukve no desire to stir up bad feel- 
ing," said Secretary MunyDii, "but we 
think tbe time has oonin wbeu the Amerioan 
laborer should be protecie.L We have laws 
to protect the merchant and m anu f aeturar 
from European eotyaHMwi, but wo hnra 
abeolutely fraa labor. ThonsandtoC man 
■loldia and trampiiv ahont in searoh of 
work, others are striving to bettor their 
eondltion, and yet tba great Buropaan horde 
oontlnuea to poor in. Our industrial system 
is imhealthy in consequence of this immi- 
gration. The meciiaiiiu from abroail comes 
hers and Joins a union. May be he displaces 
an American, but he preventa an American 
boy from learning a trade under this sys- 
tem of raatriotlng tha nnmbar of appran-
